In this state the co-operative banking idea wm 
brought before the legislature ten years ago and a 
MU wm passed at that time, which still remains on 
the statute books, authorizing the formation of rural 
co-operative credit associations with power to exer­ 
cise these banking functions: 
To issue and sell stock. 
To borrow money. 
To make loans to members, 
To invest funds not required for loans in federal, 
state and local public bonds, or In bonds of federal 
land banks and joint stock land banks, or other se­ 
curities approved by the state banking bureau. 
To deposit funds in banks and trust companies. 
Th buy. seU. or lease real estate. 
This aet further provides that loans of more than 
$90 made to members shall be secured. Twenty-five 
per cent of each year’s net earnings are to be set 
aside by each association as a guaranty fund for the 
payment of any losses which it may sustain to the 
course of business 
As before stated, this legislation hM been in effect 
to Nebraska for a decade. But in all that time. not 
one single association has been organised under it, 
nor hM any request for a charter been filed with the 
state banking bureau.
